REPRESENTATION IN PYONGYANG WITHOUT ANY COMMENSURATE 
BENEPIT IN SEOUL. WE KNOW, POR EXAMPLE, THAT A SHIPT IN 
OUR POSITION WOULD SPUR THE UK AND SEVERAL OTHER COUNTRIES 
ALREADY REPRESENTED IN THE SOUTH TO PROCEED TO ESTABLISH 
RELATIONS WITH THE NORTH. SUCH A DEVELOPMENT, ESPECIALLY 
IP IT OCCURRED AT OUR INITIATIVE, WOULD HAVE A DEEPLY 
UNSETTLING EPFECT IN SOUTH KOREA. 
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2. OUR CURRENT INFORMATION ON CHINESE AND SOVIET ATTITUDES 
INDICATES NO FLEXIBILITY IN THEIR POSITION AGAINST ANY 

DEALINGS WITH THE ROKG - REFLECTING NORTH KOREA'S CON- 
TINUING HARD LINE OF OPPOSING ANY "TWO KOREAS " 
ARRANGEMENTS. WE DO NOT KNOW OF POTENTIAL SHIFTS IN KEY 
THIRD WORLD PARTIES. THUS WHILE PYONGYANG WOULD BE 
HAPPY TO REAP THE BENEFIT OF IMPROVED RELATIONS WITH 
COUNTRIES WHICH NOW MAINTAIN DIPLOMATIC TIES WITH SEOUL, 
WE ARE QUITE CERTAIN IT WOULD NOT PERMIT ITS ALLIES TO 
RECIPROCATE. NOR DO WE BELIEVE MORE EMBASSIES IN 
PYONGYANG WITHOUT COMPENSATING INCREASE IN SEOUL WOULD 
ENHANCE THE PROSPECT OF GETTING BOTH KOREAS INTO THE UN.
